MEMORY OF TURTLES. 


Uy Their Kgin Almost In the ■■an* 
IMnr* Year After Year. 

During tlie Hummer months from 
May to August the big sea turtles lay 
their eggs on the beach. They come 
possibly hundreds of nillef, and If un¬ 
disturbed will land within n few'.yards 
of the aatne place year after year. 
They crawl up the beach In the night 
ntul make their nest In the nnud just 
above high water mark. 1 have watch¬ 
ed them from tx-hlnd a Handbill but n 
few feet nwny. 

They dig the hole with their hind 
flippers, mid after covering It over, 
first tilling it with eggs, they will go n 
few feet and make another place, I al¬ 
ways thought ns u blind, for one looks 
Just like the other. They lay each 
month, usually during the high tides of 
that month, beginning lu Muy uml 
ending In August, from 00 to 1 S 5 eggs. 

During the summer I found uml 
brought Into cump eggs. I put 

Home ln the Hand near our camp, nnd 
In twenty-neven dnys the top eggs 
batched, the rest In three dnys more. 
The little turtles would dig out, raise 
their little beads mid sniff the air u 
moment, then start for the river, 100 
yards away. It was always a mys¬ 
tery to me bow u turtle could flml the 
■nme place ou the shore when a short 
distance out at sea It all looks alike- 
just sandy ridges, with acrub palmetto 
nnd coarse gruss.—Forest aud Btream.

Wellington once tiiMirrAd that tin- 
most exciting moment of his life was 
not Iu nny of bis great4>atiles, but that 
In which lie hud to fotiiid William l\’. 
to attend u public banquet In the city 
during n time of great national excite¬ 
ment. uf the millions of people who 
every year see the English houses of 
parliament, how many imagine that 
their position was determined by stra- 
tegle considerations? No one nowadays 
can think of the palace of Westmin¬ 
ster in any other position than that 
which It occupies. But when the old 
houses were burned down and tin* task 
of rebuilding faeed there was a propo¬ 
sition to establish them on or near the 
site of St James' puluce. Wellington 
resolutely put down his foot on the 
proposal. 

Tho site suggested, Its advocates 
pointed out, would be better as regards 
centrality uml convenience than nny 
other. But to the argument of the 
duke there could then be no answer. 
“With a vast and growing population, 
such as yours iu London,'* be said, 
“you must never make It possible that 
you cun be surrounded. You must 
build your houses of parliament upon 
the river, so that the means of Ingress 
ami egress art* safe and that the popu¬ 
lace cannot «>\act their demands by 
sitting down around you.” Sir William 
Fraser, iu whose memoirs the story Is 
recalled, mentioned it to Napoleon Ill 
Just before the death of the latter. 
“What wisdom!" he said "What wis 
ilom!' Ami it set him musing upon the 
different turn which the history of 
France might have taken if iu other 
ways as great precautions lmd been 
observed in bis own case.

llm lust great alavo miction hold In 
this country occurred Just n year ntnl 
a half before the war in Octolier, 1 ST*0 
—nt tlie race track in Snvnnnnli. Tlio 
slaves were tlie property of Pierce 
Butler, a picturesque nml prominent 
figure nt Hint tiny In Philadelphia so¬ 
ciety, who is today only remembered 
ns having been the husband of Fanny 
Kemble, the net resit, render and au¬ 
thor. Ills family name was Meuse, lmt 
lie Inherited a fortune in lauds and 
slaves from his grandfather, Major 
Plereo Butler of South Carolina, on 
condition Hint he should take tlie hit 
ter’s name. 

Butler's Inveterate pnssion for gam¬ 
bling got him into financial difficulties. 
It is said Hint lie lost $‘Jli,ooo on a sin¬ 
gle baud four deuces against four 
kings held by bis opponent. 

Finally, to meet Ills losses, Butler 
wns forced to aell his slaves. There 
were 088 of them In all. The sale took 
two days nml netted $ 808 , 880 . Butler 
had chosen a good time to sell. A year 
later his negroes would not have been 
worth a dollar a bead. But the sale 
would have been more profitable bad 
It not been announced ns one of tho 
conditions that no division of families 
would l»e permitted; lienee in order to 
secure n good slave buyers often bad 
to take with them Infirm or agisl rela¬ 
tives. Out of this limitation grew* u 
memorable tragedy. Tom Pate, a well 
known Vicksburg trader, bought nt the 
sale a man, his two slaters nml his 
wife, with the guarantee that they 
should not lx* separated. Disregarding 
this, Pate sold the sisters, one to Pat 
Somers, a brother trnder # and the oth¬ 
er to a resident of St. Louia. What 
legal rights a negro had in the south 
were well protected. Somers was told 
of the guarantee, and bo sent the girl 
back to Pate and demanded his money. 
A quarrel wns the result, nml Souiers 
was shot dead. Ten days later his 
nephew killed Pate and died from 
wounds received. The feud was kept 
up until every male hearing tho name 
of Pate wns wiped out, and then tlio 
war liberated tlio slaters.—New* York 
Herald.

The fame of Tnrnscn Is eclipsed by 
the romance which hovers around the 
lost mine of Tnlopn.

He 
found absolutely nothing to prove that 
such n mine had ever been worked l»y 
iln* crown of Spain, nml there Is noth¬ 
ing In Mexican archives to establish 
the facts.

! posed to be one of tlie rich Conchena 
group and the Casa Blanca the Casltas 
mine. Near the latter Is on ancient 
mine, now worked by n Mexican com¬ 
pany, which Ims open cuts ou tho sur¬ 
face' for more than a mile and several 
miles of underground workings. Near 
this mine, where once a large church 
stood, which has long since fallen into 
ruins, two copper hells have been 
found. They hear the name of Guada¬ 
lupe de Tnlopn, thus leading many to 
the belief that the Tajos mine is tho 
long hist Tnlopn. New York Herald.

Ancient Artists. 

Is It knowu generally that works of 
irt wero well paid for In ancient tlmea? 

A German review furnished recently 
some particulars about that question. 
Polygnote of Thasos, who lived about 
450 *U. C„ refused, it Is true, any pay¬ 
ment for bis works nnd declared that 
ho was sufficiently rewarded with tho 
tltlo of citizen of Athens, which had I 
been conferred on him. But such dis¬ 
interestedness was seldom Imitated. 
Thirty years later the painter Zeuxis of 
Ileracleum was called to the court of 
ArchelauH l„ king of Macedonia, ne 
received for bis frescoes In tho pnlace 
uf Pella 400 mines, about $ 8 , 000 . Mna- 
son of Elathen paid $ 20,000 for a "Bat¬ 
tle With tlie Persians," which be had 
ordered from Aristides, tho leader of 
the Theban school. Pnmphllus of Sycl- 
one gave n course of lectures on paint¬ 
ing. Each pupil paid for attendance 
one talent, or $ 1,200 a year. Apelles re- . 
reived twenty gold talents, about $ 240 ,-

Symbol* of Hie “Clond Fire." 

Nearly all of the ancient nations 
called lightning by names signifying 
“cloud lire” and the major portion of 
them employed some symbol to repre¬ 
sent the flash »»r tho “forked fury" 
darting from the thunder clouds. Tho 
early Chaldeans symbolized it with n 
trident, and the Babylonians, learned 
lu mystic lore, employed n human hnnd 
for the same purpose. The bas-reliefs 
of the towers of Nlmrud nnd Mnlthlu, 
which nn* the work of the Inter nnd 
more roll mil Assyrian artists, show tho 
trident doubled or transformed Into 1 
wtuit is known as n “trltld fascicle.” 
This triumph of the classic art secured 
for the ancient Mesopotamian symbol 
tlu? advantage over all other represen¬ 
tations of the thunderbolt. The Greeks 
represented the “storm tire” with the 
feathers of n bird of prey. Later on. 
when they had begun to Incorporate 
the Asiatic form of tin* symbol with 
their own, they put it In the claws of 
nu eagle and made it tin* scepter of 
Zeus. Gaul received the symbol from 
Italy, but soon altered It to the famil¬ 
iar two headed hammer so common on 
Gallo-Roman monuments. The same 
symbol Is seen on amulets found In 
Germany, Sea ml l mi via.

THE CUCKOO. 

Iluw Tills Nrlllali, It miles* lllrd Carts 
Its Kmcs llntrbrd. 

A popular fallacy tells us that a 
cm koo lays eggs in another bird's nest. 
She does not. She lays eight eggs ou 
the ground. The eggs ore In size, col¬ 
or, spots nml shape in accordance with 
tla* information obtained, say, in Leigh 
woods: Out of the eight eggs live or 
§ix would closely resemble the bed go 
sparrow's. The other two might bo 
those of a titlark, u wren or u linnet. 
Her male friends—ubout three or four 
to each lady—now come forward, se¬ 
lect each uu egg aud carry It in Its 
mouth to the nest of the prearranged 
foster mother. Only one cuckoo egg Is 
placed in one nest. If he finds n cuckoo 
bus preceded lilm ou the sume errand 
he seeks another cradle, knowing In a 
moment amid all the eggs present tha 
cuckoo pedigree. 

The deluded mother batches the in¬ 
truder with her own brood, uud the In¬ 
terloper, huving the faculty of being 
batched sooner than the others, Is of 
course the first to come out of bis shell. 
He manages to wriggle underneath Ills 
brothers and sisters nnd presents them 
ns a lienve offering to the expectant 
rodents, mice, rats, stoats, nnd what 
not, aud within twelve hours of bis ex¬ 
istence is the supreme occupier of the 
nest. He keeps bis black mouth wide 
open continually, which the father and 
mother of the departed chickens us 
constantly till until his body Is too big 
for bis home, nnd he departs therefrom 
forever. 

The cuckoo leaves the last week of 
July. He Is a restless belug. After 
leaving Europe lie begins iu the north 
of Africa nnd ends at tho Cape of 
Good Hope, whence ho returns to Eu¬ 
rope lu the spring. Why does be go 
away nnd why come back? l-’ood—the 
food he loves—the hairy caterpillars. Ho 
will eat other grubs, but these ure bis 
hourly bread. 

It has beeu estimated iu round num¬ 
bers that out of every 100 hairy cater¬ 
pillars that wriggle into llfo 09 uro de¬ 
voured by cuckoos. Everywhere na¬ 
ture la careful to mnlntnin her balance, i 
The cuckoo keepa down tho millions of 
billions of buiry caterpillars and pre* , 
serves our cornfields from being eaten 
up by hedge sparrows. The cuckoo Is 
a born conservative and ns long ns ho 
lives returns uunually to the neighbor¬ 
hood of bis birth.—Western (England) 
Press. 

Self Acting Weapons. 

A common story in Japan was to the 
effect that a Muramusa sword was 
once ou a time pledged to a pawnbro¬ 
ker. The fellow thought this a lino op¬ 
portunity to parude himself us a gen¬ 
tleman, aud accordingly ou u festival 
day bo wore the sword. Quurrellng 
with some Idle fellows, be essayed to 
use the weapon, but bis unfumillarlty 
with it excited the derision of the by- 
stuuderH, who unmercifully ridiculed 
bis bungling manner. Hut the merri¬ 
ment of these Individuals was short 
lived. The sword Itself took the mutter 
lu liuud, us though the taunts Impugn¬ 
ed Its own skill, nnd soon luid low all 
Its truducerv.

which will udd very much to the light aud 
sanitary condition

After being used for IS months among 
the Microncslau group of Islands in the 
South Sea the famous missionary ship 
Morning Star hns been taken to Honolulu, 
where she will be sold at unction. 
The Morning Star was bought by the pen¬ 
nies of Sunday school children through¬ 
out the country. Her cost was $ 40 , 000 . 
The steamer was originally the Shoe City, 
running betwaen Boston and Lynn. 

Eighteen months ago IV* Morning Star 
sailed front Boston with u party of mis¬ 
sionaries hound for the South Sea Islands. 
After landing the people, the steamer w as 
employed carrying supplies from the 
various Islands and missionary stations 
and also In carrying native children to the 
Christian schools. There are few vessels ; 
afioat so well known to seamen ns the 1 
“Preacher Ship," as she wus named. 

The reason for selling the steamer Is 
stated to he the cost of operating her. 
Coal in the South seas commands a higher 
price than in more frequented portions 
of the globe, und the traffic would scarcely 
lustlfy the board retaining so large a 
steamer. 

Father Perkins' Well.

They hardly realize that the good, nged 
minister, Kcv. Jonas Perkins, for whom 
their school Is named ever really lived on 
the very spot where they play: brought, 
uj> and educated his sons and daughters;

FIRS I STRIKE ON RECORD.

M Occurred In Ituinc mitl Took l*lnec 
In (lie Vcur :»oo 11. r. 

Livy In his famous I took, "Tho An¬ 
nuls,” II, JO, relates in Hie following 
suggestive words the story of a slugu 
litr strike whleli occurred in Home in 
tho year IJlHi H. ('. and was probably 
the first strike ever known: 

That year occurred an event little 
worthy of being related and which I 
would pass in silence bad it not up 
pea ml as involving religion. The tlutc 
players, dissatisfied because tin* latest 
censors bad forbidden them to take 
part in the banquet iu .lii|iiter's temple, 
according to the ancient custom, with¬ 
drew, every one of them, to Tlbiir, so 
that nobody was left at Home to play 
during the sacrifices. This Incident 
shocked tin* religious sentiment of the 
senate, and the senators sent messen¬ 
gers to Invite the Inhabitants of Tibtir 
to make every effort In order that tho 
players should be restored to the Ko 
ninns. The Tlburtlues, having prom¬ 
ised not to neglect anything necessary 
for that purjiose, caused the flute play¬ 
ers to come to the place where the sen¬ 
ate met mid exhorted them to go back 
to Home. Feeing that they could not 
prevail upon them to do so, they em¬ 
ployed a stratagem iu keeping with 
their character. 

On a day of festival under pretext 
that music would increase the Joy of 
the feast every citizen Invited the llule 
players individually to bis bouse, mid 
wine, of which people of that profes¬ 
sion are usually fond, was given to 
them In sm-h quantities that they fell 
Into a deep sleep. They were then 
thrown Into wagons and transported to 
Home. They only became aware of 
what bad hapjtcacd on the day after, 
when dawn surjirisod them lying 011 the 
carts, which Imd been left in the forum. 
A large crowd had assembled, and they 
were induced Io |»romlso that they 
would remain at Koine. The right of at¬ 
tending tin* banquets was restored to 
these flute players. 

ANCIENT LIGHTHOUSES. 

Ileneon l.luliln For Mnrlnrra Corsnl 
Willi (lit* ICnrllral Coniine-rev. 

Beacon lights to guide the wave 
tossed mariner to a safe harbor must 
have been almost coeval with the earli¬ 
est commerce. There Ih positive record 
that lighthouses were built iu ancient 
times, though few evidences now re¬ 
main to us from i»ld writers or in erum 
bled ruins. This Is not Htrauge. for light 
towers, never tin* most stable architec¬ 
tural form, were ex|wised to tin* storms 
of sea and war. 

The Greeks attributed the first light¬ 
houses to Hercules, mid be was consid¬ 
ered the protector of voyagers. It Is 
claimed by Koine that Homer refers to 
lighthouses In the nineteenth book of 
the “Iliad.” 

Virgil mentions a light on a temple 
to Apollo which, visible far out at sea. 
warned ami guided mariners. The Co¬ 
lossus ill Rhodes, erected about .‘ton 
B. C., is Hiild to have shown a signal 
light from Its uplifted baud. 

The oldest towers known were built 
by the Libyans Iu lower Kgyjit. They 
wore temples also, and the llglitkcc|icr 
priests taught pilotage. Imlrognijtliy 
and navigation. The famous tower on 
tho Isle of Pharos at Alexandria, built 
about SJSTi B. (’., Is the first lighthouse 
of undoubted record. This tower, con¬ 
structed by Bostratus, the architect, 
was square in plan, of great height and 
built In offsets. An open brazier at the 
top of the tower contained the fuel for 
the light. At Hover and Boulogne, 011 
either Hide of the English channel, were 
undent lighthouses built by the Ho¬ 
mans. Hut tile lighthouse at Coruna. 
Spain, built iu the rdgn of Trajan aud 
reconstructed in HUM, Is believed to Is* 
the o ldest existing lightho use.

The Sword*/the Crusader 


lOriKiital 1 

Centurion ago there lived a crusader, 
Sir Geoffrey Burgess, who was noted 
both for bis bun very and bis piety. Ills 
lint ml of tin* Infidel Turk was some¬ 
thing terrible. I rom first to last be 
carried the mime sword, one of those 
Immense weapons that have long ago 
passed out ol date. Every time Geof¬ 
frey Burgess killed a Turk be filed n 
notch on fli«' blade of Ibis sword Just 
beneath the blit. At I be conclusion of 
Ids campaigns there were notches suf¬ 
ficient to reach on both edges from the 
bill to tin* point. 

Fir Geoffrey returned from the sev¬ 
enth crusade and was making prepa¬ 
rations for the eighth when be was 
taken with a fever aud died.

(Hi tin* very day of this change n 
storm swept over Sir Geoffrey’s grnvo 
and a boll of lightning rent bis statue 
in three pieces. Singularly enough, 
they remained on the pedestal, it was 
not doubted that tho lightning was 1111 
expression of the old knight's anger ut 
flu* fall of the Christian city, aud the 
fact that bis statue remained erect 
was taken us evidence of bis Indexible 
will. 

Another century passed. The cru¬ 
sades if unsuccessful in freeing the 
holy sepulcher brought about a com¬ 
mercial Intercourse between the west 
und tli^ east. There were Christian 
merchants in Aslu and Asiatic mer¬ 
chants in Europe, but never was u 
Turk seeu In the town where Sir Geof¬ 
frey Burgess was burled. Some said 
that the Moslems knew of bis reputa¬ 
tion aud dared not profauo it; others 
that tin* shade of the holy man guarded 
the town and kcjit them away. 

The knight’s sword was banded down 
from father to son and at the close of 
the fifteenth century, when Columbus 
was trying to find a passage arouud 
the globe to India to facilitate tin* trad 
ing in spices, bung in the ball of Joliu 
Burgess, a plain citizen, tho title hav¬ 
ing been lost sight of. Quo day John 
Burgess was silting in bis bouse when 
tin* door opened aud u man onmo hur¬ 
riedly in from tlm street, lie was a 
very soldierly looking man, wearing 
an armor not at all like that iu fashion. 
The Invention of gunpowder was then 
beginning to put armor aside, aud wlmt 
was still used was plate, while tho 
stranger wore chain armor. 

“Sir," said liu* man In a dialect so 
different from Hint used that Burgess 
could scarcely understand him, "liuve 
you a weapon bandy V” Burgess cast a 
glance at the sword of the crusader 
and asked: 

“For what purpose?” 

But the st ranger without reply went 
to the wall where liimg the sword and, 
taking it down, drew* the blade from 
ibe scabbard, rail bis thumb over tin* 
notches, thrust Hie steel back und with 
both blade mid scabbard started for 
tin* door, handling the heavy weapon 
like a plaything. 

Now. Burgess bad often lifted this 
heirloom and bad fouud considcrflMc 
difficulty in doing so. Whcti bo bad 
bung it up 011 the wall bo lmd been 
obliged to call in a neighbor to assist 
him. When In* saw the stranger take it 
down wiili one band aud carry It like 
a rapier In* was astonished. Indeed bo 
was so stal l led by tho sudden appear¬ 
ance with its strange armor and fea¬ 
tures that for a time bo Hat nut know¬ 
ing what to do. Presently curiosity 
moved Him. aud ho ran out uftcr the 
man who lmd borrowed bis weapon. 
Ifo was nowhere to bo seen. Burgess 
ran down the street und, turning u cor¬ 
ner, came upon tho body of u man of 
swarthy couiiteiiauco lying on bis 
back, aud standing up from tho body, 
like a shaft to mark it, was tlm sword 
of Kir Geoffrey Burgess. 

A crowd soon gathered, ineluding the 
watch. Burgess, who bad first come on 
the ground, told bis story of tho strun- 
ger taking Ids sword, but be wus not 
believed The watch took him into 
custody, aud lie was thrown Into pris¬ 
on to await trial for murder. 

Tho ease was so plain against him 
t La t Ills counsel undertook it half 
lionrtedly, and when a strauger came 
into town who said be was uil advo¬ 
cate aud offered to defend tin* accused 
Burgess gave It into bis bunds. The 
advocate called for the body of the 
murdered man to ho brought into 
court, aud when tills was done, plac¬ 
ing Ills bund in tin* hair, which was 
black ami unified, hi* drew out u paper 
llnit bad been roucuulcd there. Open¬ 
ing it. be showed Arabic characters. 
“Tho man is a disguised Moslem,” suid 
tho ndvocute, *hnd such lias never 
been seen ill your town before. An an¬ 
gel bail taken the sword of tlm cru¬ 
sader aud smitten tlm intruder.” 

Willi this lie went away and wus 
never seen in tlm town again. 

Whether it was that thoso were su- 
l"Tsiithius times or whether soino one 
seized the sword to disputeb and rob 
an enemy none can ut this day tell. 
The court were all familiar with tho 
lightning stricken statin* and at oucc 
formed the bleu that tho crusader's 
shade could not beur tlm profanation 
of aii Infidel and. going for flat sword, 
bad killed Hie intruder, ibe udvoeutc 
they believed to have been tmiit from 
heaven. Be this us it may, Burgess, 
who recovered bis sword, always de¬ 
clared tbut after the minder of the 
Turk be discovered another notch on 
the blade.

“You have heard of the man who 
gets 'warmed to Ids work,' nnd tliut, 
being 'warmed.' everything goes on 
satisfactorily, 'like a house on lire.’ 
That is literally w hat happens to every 
human creuture, for Ids 'house' Is al¬ 
ways on lire, though tlie real meaning 
of the descriptive phrase Is not always 
rightly understood hy those who utter 
It. The phrase 'getting up steam,' so 
often used In n Jocular sense, Is another 
truth hut little understood. Our body 
la neves done getting up steam, nud 
this steam Is our propelling power, by 
wldeli we are uble to get about our 
work nud hy which the brnlu Is able 
to keep up its rush of Ideas.

USEFULNESS OF SHARKS. 

|t Word of I'rsln* For flic* ftcnvcnicrra 
of tlio Oernn. 

The shark is undoubtedly a "dog 
with a bad inline." lie is called op 
probrlously the "tiger of the seas" or 
the "sailor’s foe" or any other scurril¬ 
ous name which happens to be bandy. 
Milch mud l.s thrown nt him. and as he 
seldom finds a defender most of it 
sticks. Hard lilies this! Because in 
reality this blue water bogy is a hum¬ 
ble mid useful public servant, who per¬ 
forms uncomplainingly the duties con¬ 
nected with the sanitation of the seas. 

The shark is the common scavenger 
and general undertaker of the ocean. 
He is not mid, lor reasons connected 
with his very moderate speed limit 
never can be primarily a tlsli of prey. 
Open any captured shark and you will 
liml clear proof tlmt lids Is so. A few 
tanghsl bits of rope yarn, a battered 
corned beef tin, u cor kin l bottle eon- 
talning an insulting message to tin 
Under (thrown overboard by some 
nautical wagi or a sailor’s cap which 
has been lost iu a gale, all tend to show 
that the shark Is u tlsli of businesslike 
habits, with a keen eye to any chance 
windfalls which may come in his way 
But the more digestible contents of his 
stomach, consisting mainly of carrion 
of every kind, all give the clearest ol 
factory evidence that the original own 
ers of them were not alive—in fact, 
wore very much dead—wlA*n this nia 
rim* sanitary inspector came along 
and, condemning them as nuisance*, 
removed them into his own internal 
refuse Idn. 

A large accumulation of carefully 
collected evidence on tills point proves 
conclusively that there are, as u matter 
of fact, only two articles of Ills ^or¬ 
dinary menu which the shark is nidi 
to capture alive—namely, an occasion¬ 
al unwary sea fowl which he may hap¬ 
pen to surprise asleep on the surface 
of the water, and the ugly, oetopusllke 
squid, whose limltisl powers of loco¬ 
motion give a chance to our hungry 
four knot prowler. 

The shark, then, so far from being 
the gore dyed pirate which the novel 
1st pulnts him, is a mere hardworking 
coniniouplacp drudge, mid as such de¬ 
serves, If not kindness, at any rate, tel 
©ration.—Tourson's Magazine. 
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Meyerbeer.

He worried 
over hi* opera "L'Afrlcalne" so long, 
delaying, retouching and polishing, 
even while It was iu rehearsal, that the 
self IuiikisihI labor made him ill. and 
he died before the first public perform¬ 
ance. 

Dynaiullr Whiskers. 

The name “whiskers" is applied to 
feathery crystals which gather upon 
the outside of the wrapping of frozen 
dynamite. The "whiskers" are more 
“Irritable" than dynamite itself. A 
case Is on record where sticks of dyna¬ 
mite had been lliawnl out iu hot wa¬ 
ter und the can of hot water in which 
it was done left Iu the blacksmith shop 
without being emptied of the residual 
scum of grease and whiskers. The llrst 
blow of the blacksmith's hammer ou a 
nearby anvil was sufficient to set off 
the whiskers by concussion. The can 
was blown In pieces, but fortunately no 
tuc was hurt.
